Se cianecvs arrests were made al! along the , 
ine of the Pan-Handle road between hore and 
gjumbus. Warrants have been in the hands ot 
gficers for some time, and the persons arrested 
gill comprise nearly theentire freigt mea of 
the line. They include couductors, brakemen, 
8 engineers and, firemen. The riug leaders of 
UNE the gang are outside the railroad business, are 
eM ipown and some of them are now believed to 
jeunder arrest. The first arrest; wore made 
gbout two o'clock this morning, the police suar- 
ising eighteen men at their boarding houses 
and taken at ouce to jail. urcsherarrests were 
made between two o'clock and daylight, waen 
forty-six men, all railroad employes, coaduc- 
tore, brakemen, firemen, and engiueers, were 
tehind the bars. 
WHAT A RAILROAD OFFICIAL SAY. 

In speaking of the arrests, a proutineut oii- 
eer of the Pan-Handle road said: 

“Fer three years past, the Pan Hlantle road 
hes cen systematical!y robbed. Cars on sile- 
ings and cars in moving trains, were broken 
gn and goods stolen, including every dis: 
a@iption of merchandise. Lt is estimated that 
zt icast $200,000 wort! of goods were taken, 
for which the company bad topay. In Angust 
ist we got a clue, avd the company determiac i 
iopush ittotheend. Detectives were employ: 
ai, who followed up every scent and finally we 
ted information vpon which to proceed. 

“When everything was ready, we decided to 
make a move all e!o: 2 the line from Columbus 
td Pittsburg, and tweo’clock th's morning was 
fixed tostiike the biow. About eighty war- 

@ muts were issued for men in Pittsburg. 
“— 1 cavnot tell how many for other 
B® places, but at overy point along the line it will 
mn up in the hundreds, It is the biggest thing 
ofthe kind thatever happened in J ictsburg, 
ez in railroad matters, in the world, for noth- 
ing like it has ever happened before. I cannot 
tll who ihe men are under arrest, or who the 
tinglesdcrs are. This much I will say, how- 
ever, we suspect outsiders of being implicated 
in the robberics, but know nothing positive.” 

Among the prisoners i3 a man ne med Biker, 
agsinst whom there are thirty cight chirges. 
Early in the morning. some mouths ago, at 
Sheridan Station, near this city, a train was 
stopped for water. Anattack was made on 
the crew and in the fight a fireman was shot. 
| Heafterwards dicd from injuries. At day- 
break it wasfound that two cars had been 
- broken open and their contents siolea. Buker 
iaaccused of firing the shot that killed the 
fireman, and this is understood to. be one of 
the thirty-cicght charges against him. 

HOW THE ROSSERIES WERE MADE. 

John H. Hampton, attorney for the Penn- 
sylvania company, wasseen this morning in 
the office of a detective agency where, sitting 
amidst a heterogenecus collection of plunder, 
he said: 

“These robberies have beeu carried on sys- 
tematically for several years. The compasy 
have long been aware that there -was a leakage 
somewhere, aud as early as Spteraber, 1853, 
they quietly commenced an investization. De- 
tectives were placed on the work. We had 
siready discovered that the robbers were em- 
ployes of the company. In September there 
were eighty crews of freight trains on the 
PanHandle railroad, coming into Pitts- 
burg, Of these eighty crews, no less 
than eeventy-five were found to be crooked. 
A crew consists of 2 conductor, fiizgman and 
two brakemen. In some cases all the men 

Were involved, in others oniy a part. The 
statement that engineers and firemen were 
mixed up in the robberiesis wrong. Nota 
single oneisinvolved. (ioods were obtained 
by thieves in various ways. In many in- 
stances seals were broken, while in others 
hatchets were used to cuta hole in the car, 
through which the men crawled and took 
what they coveted. Then they reported the 
car in bad condition, claiming that the hole 
had been made by accident. The operations 
Were ail the result of a combinatioa. Ar- 
Tangemcnts were carefully made, and each ras- 

was assigned to his particular part of 
the work, in the same way as a’ 
Tobbery is committed. I do not know that the 
members of the combination were oath bound 
oranything of that kird, but it is certain that 
# thorough understanding existed among them, 
aud they acted in concert to cover each other's 
misdoings, The thing which alarmed us more 
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 €asier, 
each of them tracked 


quantities of whisky and drank it in their 
cuss. They needed vessels to hold liquor, 
80 they stole milk cans and kept it in them. 
Not daring to keep whisky openly in tho C LPs, 
they toreup the flooring and hid it under- 
neath, Men were continually reported drank 
on duty, and the probability of disaster was 
Some’ bing fearful to contemplate.

ARRESTING THE THIEVES, 
Depredations were committed ali along the 
Tad, and losers reside at points as far west as 
tvr.

Telegrams from Cadiz, Steubenville and 
other places, report the arrest of a largo nam- 
bey of railroad men implicated in the robberies 
A preliminary hearing will be held on April 
Is. Specials from Dennison, Ohio, report the 
arrest there of J R Danlap, leader of a gang 
ard’ also of James and W. Colles, with several 
ihousands of dollers worth of velvets and high 
priced dry gooes in their possession. The ar- 
\icics were taken from United States bonded 
cers enroute to Chicago, St. Lonis and other 
points west. One Busby, the worst man in 
the gang, slipped his handcuffs and reckless'y 
threw himself fromthe train whilst it was 
guing and escaped. 

To Joseph Rue, special agent of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, and detective Gelkerson, of this 
city, is due all thecredit of running the thieves 
down. In an interview with Mr. Rue this 
evening he gave the following aceount of the 
inception of the robberies, their detection, 
modus operandi of their execution, etc. Mr. 
Rue said : 

HOW THEY MANAGED THE SEALS, 

‘Two years ago we decided to dispense with 
locks on cars and introduced our present sys- 
tem of seals. The seal is of lead, and is about 
the size of a five cent nickel, and is about one- 
eixhth of an inch in thickness. The wire used 
in connection with it is one sixtenth inch 
iron wire. There. are curls in it to 
prevent its being pulled through the lead seal. 
The wire is passed through the seal, then 
thiough the hasp of the car doors, then back 
through the seal again, formingacircle. An 
instrument then is used in impressing the 
scals. That in use, say in Pittsburg, stamps 


and upon the opposite side “P. St. L.” 
indicated that the car was intact when it en- 
tcied the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
reilread bound westward. ‘Two wires are im- 
bedded at the same stroke as the letters are 
imprinted. Eastern bound trains have been 
the sufferera. As near as we can estimate, these 
robberiss have been going on for two years. At 
first there was timidity and they only occurred 
at long intervals; then daily growing bolder 
ard more general until just lately every train 
waseniierer. We became cognizant of the 
robberies through claims submitted by 
the New York raitroad on the strength oftheir 
western customers, allegations of broken pack- 
‘ces both in bulk end in severalty, the evi- 
cence in each ease being positive that the pack- 
anes were opened in transit. We were puzzled 
lung time by the robberies as our reports from 
western points showed that the seals were 
always seemingly intact. For long time, we 
hlemed the extractions of goods upon the rous- 
tabouts at piers twenty-soven aud twenty-eight, 
in New Yerk, and the Dock street station, at 
Philadelphia, 2s nearly all of our western 
bound freight was putin cars atone or the 
other of these three places. We employed de- 
tectives and a}] imaginable devices and found 
finally that our employes at these points were 
cbove suspicion. Finally, we found 
thatthe robberies were committed between 
Pittsburg and Dennison; that out of eighty 
crews, seventy-five were practicing a gigantic 
schcme of robbery. We were. badly stalled at 
first by the fact that Stalson cars were general- 
ly found intact when the cars reached Colum 
bus on their way westward. Then commenced 
a system of espionage on every mile of siding 
between here and Dennison. Day and night 
the watch continued, meanwhile marked and 
decoy goods were used. We found that local 
freight was generally untouched; that the rob- 
berics were committedfon union line shipments. 

‘One day, Mr. Knight, one of our brightest 
men, stumbled against the mystery of the seals 
aidthe method by which they were successs- 
fuily tampered with. Concealed behind a car, he 
saw a freight crew come toa Union line cir. 
The wire was pulled out of the seal door, was 
threwn back and the carentered. In a short 
time the men emerged carrying alot of plan- 
der. They made off to the caboose and the 
coLductor pulled back the door, ran the wire 
thicugh the seal whereit had deen pulled out, 
and with a board struck it a_ blow. 
The wire went ijback to its place, the 
blow ubited the soft lead again with- 
ont destroying the lettering on either side. 
The seal was apparently untouched. I saw 
ove of these and it was by the clo3eet scrutiny 
thai a person coulddetect signs of tampering 
witb it. 

‘AJl this wade clear, our course was much 
The individuais of these crews were 
down, aud so closely 
were the stolen goods located that out of all 
the anesis we made last night and this morn- 
ji2 ¢, ibere was not oue sian bui had 
stu il either upon him or 
his room. We have One 
on every thievish employ, and we are in easy 
reach of these who are not arrested. Ican give 
a few illustrations of the spirit of these em- 
ployes. In one case just Jately, pursuit was 80 
hot that twenty-five boxes of Guc cigars were 
hastily burned in a caboose stove. In another 
case a “tip” resulted in two bolts of fiae silk 
being thrown from a caboose into the Monon- 
gabelaiivyer, while crossing the Panhandle 
bridge. 

HE HAD AN EAR FOR MUSIC. 

‘In another imstance a crew broke open & 
rand found itfnll of organs. One of the 
men enraged by finding nothing of a steala- 
ble kind, thrustan iron bar into an organ 
and ruined it. We have’ evidence thata 
freight conductor broke into & car, Opened a 
piano and sat and played it alt night, stop- 
ping at midnightto eat his suppor ofi of the 
polished top. : : 

‘The came fellow was thumping a plano In @ 
dive Jast night when captured, Another 
brakeman, who lives on Wrlie avenue stole a 
bolt of cloth, bad a suit made for himself,and 
gave cloth for two other suits to his friends. 
Another man has become an expert on a stolen 
accordeon, In all my experience of twenty- 
nine years, I never saw such taste for miscel- 
lancous stealing. Everything, except 
a coftin and a blacksmith’s§ anvil, 
bas been stolen and made use of. Somes of our 
detectives assured me this morning that nota 
man was arrested, but had from a half a dozen 
toa dozen pairsof clean socks of the finest 
quality and 2 large assortmentof shirts of all 
kinds.”’ BENS 

The thieves who were not arrestel at their 
bomes. were taken from their trains, Todo 
this it was necessary to display a red 
light at Second avenne crossing 
snd side-track the trains as  Ghey 
cemein. This was so quickly executed tt 


| when the shivering crew mustereé on the lit- 


tle platform to ask what the red light meant 
ihey could sec glistening on the wrists of each 
other, the fearful implements of jastice hy 
which the officers gathered them together. 
‘The copducter and brakeman looked aghast 
at exch other as the guilty knowledge of their 
crimes came before them, Train after train 
was side-tracked until the alleged thieves 
were pulled and caboose cars, containing many 
evidences of the long-continued depredations 
were cut loose and searched. A_ combination 
to rob a freight train necessitated guilty 
knowledge and actual participation of the —<— 
rear brakeman or flagman. It did not, of 
oe take in the front brakeman or flag- 
man, nor the engineer or fireman, but others 
bad to be in to wake it work, and it did work. 
It was not required that they should 
wreck trains . 
-fingered operators than that. 
in, Bt Aan of scattered 
carried off hams at 


the riots. Every excuse, which they knew 
could not well be denied, was given for the 
broken cars when they neglected, which thoy 
frequentiy did, to seal or lock them up, and 
gain, government-bonded cars were 
broken, perhaps oftamer than for- 
dinary Union Line or common 
freight cars. In there, they always knew they 
would get the choice goods. Silks, cigars, 
rifles, all kinds of imported firearms and cad- 
dies of tobacco, seemed to be some of their ne- 
cessities. Boxes of shoes, and the general ran 
of merchants’ supplies for their every day use, 
were found openly in the caboose cars of each 
train. Hundreds of boxes, which had 
contained the finest of imported 
cigars, were found on these trains, 
boldly used by the men to 
hold their caps and overalls and lanterns and 
stoff. So bold had they become that the United 
States regulations, strict as they are, had lost 
allterror for them, whilst the custom house 
officers were trying to trace goods, and mer- 
chants here and elsewhere corresponding with 
shippers, and special agents were wondering 
how this could possibly be, and loading down 
letter books with theories which flew around 
as indefinite as smoke. The"operators smoked 
their Havanas within the very shadow of the 
court or custom houge, and laughed at their 
masters who suffered the loss.” 
RURNING THE TELL-TALE PLUNDER, 

\'ires were in progress today all along the 
line of the Pau-Handle road, made up of stuff 
taken cut of caboose cars that the evidence of 
things not seen may be wantiug when the trial 
comes, Word was telegraphed along the 
road for particulars of each case. 
Freight trains have hauled up _ at 
water stations and delay made till the caboose 
was swept and garnished, and in doing so evi- 
dence bas been procured against unsuspected 
railroad men, which it will bo hard to over- 
turn. Almost every man arrested had from 
one to ten pawn tickets for a'l sorts of articles 
on his person. It is alleged that every pawn 
shop in the twocities of Pittsburg and Alle- 
gheny is rep’esented on the tickets, Anamount 
of several thousand dollars is said to be 
recoverable in this way alone. About the 
Tan Handle yards today there was a scene 
of quietness that indicated that something 
unusual bad happened. Where there is usually 
ascene of noisy bustle crews of men that 
had been arrested had left a large number of 
trains deserted. The detention of freight, 
however, was only temporary. Rail- 
road officers had taken special pre- 
cautions to continue moving their freights 
promptly. An extra force of sixty men had 
been employed, These were put on the de- 
serted trains in place of the arrested employes. 
When it became generally known that a large 
number of men had been arrested, applicants 
for positions commenced to tlock to the depot 
by the score.

A RIOT IN DENVER. 


A Crowd of Foreigners Fight ata Christen- 
ing Festival.

which resulted in the fatal shooting ofone man 
ané the serious wounding of several others. It 
grew out ofa christening festivity. When. the 
ebristening party had eaten and drank, they 
wententupon the sidewalk and made war 
upon the inhabitants of a neighboring house, 
Others in ucighborhood became involved and 
the uproar became so great thatit required a 
Getachment ofa dozen police, armed with 
Winckester rifles to quell the disturbance. 
Three or four police first made their appear- 
ance, when the rioters postponed their conten- 
tion and joined forces against the common ene: 
my. They conld not stand against a platoon 
of rifles, however, and about thirty were lodg- 
ed in the calaboose and somein the hospital. 
But cneor two of the prisoners can speak 
English. They are all ragged. dirty and spat- 
tered with blood, and have the appearance of 
helongisg tothe lowest type of humanity. 
Many of them arrived in Denver only a week 
teo direct from Hungary, Poland, Bohemia 
and other ports of Europe.

THE RAILROADS FIGHT. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA'S BOYCOTT 
TO BE CARRIED TO THE COURTS. 


The Interstate Law's Discriminating Clause—Cbi2ago 
Westbound Lines Go Into an Arrangement 
With the Grand Trunk, Whereby Old 
Bates Are Entered Into Again. 


CHICAGO, Aprill1.—On aceount of a dis 
agreement between the eastern and western 
lines regarding divisions of rates on business 
from the seaboard to the Missouri river and 
beyond, which resulted in the lines qaoting 
local rates up to and west of Chicago and the 
diversion of a large amount of this class of 
business to St. Louis routes, via which city 
rates Were from 2 to 8 cents per hundred 
lower, Chicago west-bound lines have con- 
cluded an arrangement with the Grand Trunk 
whereby old rates and divisions are entered 
into again. This will give the Grand Trunk 
control of business unless other eastern lines 
yield the point they have been fighting over.

The Georgia Pacific Lays Its Last Rall Be-

COLUMBUS, Miss., Apri! 11.—The Georgia Pa- 
cific railrpgad, between here and Birmingham 
was completed today, the iast rail being laid 
ninety miles from this place at two o'clock this 
afternoon. A special train from. Birmingham 
will reach here tomorrow, bringing the officers 
of the road andafew prominent citizens. It 
is believed that this road will begin building 
west from here at once, connecting with their 
Greenville, Miss, branch.

THE RISING MOHAWK. 


Railroad Tracks Uader Water--Cars Sub- 
nrerged to Their Steps. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., April 11.--Excitement 
was never more intense along the Mohawk 
river, which bas continued to rise since morn- 
ing. At Fonda, Amsterdam. ‘ Tribes Hiil, 
Yosts, Sprakers, Canajoharie, Fort Plain, and 
St. Johnsville, the Central raiJroad tracks are 
submerged and the river is still rising. The 
abutments of the bridge over the Mohawk at 
Fort Plain have crumbled so much that no one 
is permitted to cross it. Ifthe structire goes, 
it is more than probable it will carry with it 
the bridge at Canajoharie. 

The fleod has not been equaled since 1355. 
There ig.an ice jam near Big Nose. 

Special train on the Central, standing oppo- 
site, is in water tothe car steps, and cannot 
move. The lightning expresses, also, are both 
stalled in this vicinity, and passengers were re- 
moved from the cars with boats. Fultonville 
and Fonda are nearly all under water. 
No telegraph wires on the Central 
railroad are in operation. The railroad tracks 
azé torn up at Palatine bridge, and the tracks 
are washed out in various places. The travel 
will be impeded for several days. It is said 
that the Central railroad will run important 


trains on the West Shore road, which is com-

MONTGOMERY, Alaj“April 11.—[Special.]— 
An exceedingly newsy and sensational report 
got out here this morning. It was to the effect 
that L s. Smith, living at Upelika, had receiv- 
ed aletter from a brother in Weatherford, 
Texas, throwing some new light on the cele-- 
brated Vincent case.

THE PRESIDENT’S FISHBRY LETTER 


What the Toronto Globe Has to Say of the 
Document, 

Toronto, Ont., April 11.~--The Globe today 
Says: 

The letter of President Cleveland to. the presi- 
dent of the fishery union is aremarkable andim- 
portant document. It is not such a letter as 
Americans interested in the fisheries desired to 
receive from the president, but the letter was evi- 
dently intended asa warn to Canadians, also. 
While we desire that the rights of Canada be irmly 
and efficiently asserted and maintained, we hope 
that American fishermen will not be refused any 
privileges to which they are entitled, and that 
they will never experience unjust or unfriendly 
treatment from those a in the protection 
of our bg It would be folly, however, to put 
out of sight the fact that many in the United 
States, including, a wee f the president him. 
sclf and members of his cabinet, assert that fisher- 
men of the United States have rights in our waters 
which we believe they have nof under the terms 
of the treaty now in force, and that there are privi- 
legesto which they are entitied, in the opinion of 
the president, to which we say they have no title, 
whatever. From this misunderstanding il we as- 
scrt what we believe to be our rights, greater mis- 
understandings may arise. This letter, although 
studiously moderate in tone. intimates plainly what 
may follow. The positionjis, tosay the least, ex- 
ceedingly serious.

LARCEST MEBTING BYVER 
HELD IN LONDON.

Over One Hundred and fifty Thousatd Pesple at tus 
Hyde Park De Speaking Freum 
Fourteen Stands- Resolutions Denounc- 
img the Coercion Bill—Other News.

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. Lonpon, April 11,1 p. m.—The day ap- 


pointed for the great demonstration in Londen 
against the Irish coercion bill now before the 
house of commons opened brilliantly, the 
weather being balmy and the sun shining 


brightly. Vast crowds of people are marching 


toward Hyde park, where the meeting is to be 
held, from ¢v direction of London, witk 
bands, ban and carriages filled with leai- 
ers in the day’s exercises. The utmost enthu- 
siarm prevails in the great throngs. Many of 
the banners exhibited bear portraits of Mr. 
Gladstone, Michael Davitt and Father Keller, 
and the inscription: 

“Justice for Ireland.” 

Platforms for the use of fourteen orators have 
been erected in Hyde Park and occupy the 
whele frentage facing the fashionable Park 
lane. All those taking part in the procession 
from East to West End, London, wore green 


. rosettes to imitate the emblem of shamrock. 


A large ferce of police is held in reserve for 
emergency. 
SPEAKING FROM FOURTEEN STANDS. 

The gathering in Hyde park this afternoon 
was the largest ever held in London. The 
people were enthusiastic but orderly, A 
moticn protesting against the coercion bill was 
offered simultaneously from fourteen plat- 
forms and carried amid great enthusiasm. Tae 
socialists stolea march on the police and 
erected platforms from which several speak- 
ers Gelivered orations. They afterwards held 
a noisy meeting in Trafalgar square. 

Mrs. Gladstone watched the anti-coercion 
procession from a window in Piccadilly and 
was given an ovation by the men in line. 

The number in attendance at the meeting 
vary, but it is certain that 150,000 persons, in- 
cluding lookers-on, were present. he procea- 
sion took an hour and a half to file into the 
park. The first contingent was composel of 
members of the Robert Emmet lodge. Then 
followed a large number of Irish temperance 
lodges, radical workmen’s clubs and social 
democratic societies. Numerous banis of 
music were in the line. While passing the 
Carlton and other conservative clubs, the 
bands played the Dead March in Suwuual 
and the Marsellaise. Green banners 
and Irish national emblems were 
conspicuous in the ranks of the paraters. 
Among the mottoes displayed on the banuers 
of the radicals were these: ‘Justice to Ire- 
land;’ “Friendships not bayonets,” “No coer- 
cion.” The effect of the careful arrangements 
that had been made toayoid cunfusion at the 
park was seen in the admirable order in which 
the paraders grouped themselves around the 
fourteen platforms. The greatest throng gath- 
ered at the platform, from which Lord Mayor 
Sullivan, of Dublin, and Connibeare and Wil- 
liam mond, members of parliament. spoke, 

Lord MzyorSulliven. in the course of a most 
cfective speech, asked: 

“Is it the wish of the workmen of London 
that the honest, hard workiog tenantry of Lre- 
land shall be forever crushed down?’ 

A tremendous responsive “no” resounde® 
throughoutthe park. The mention of the 
queen asWbout to celebrate her jubilee by 
signing away the liberties of the people of 
Treland brought forth a torrent of hisses, aud 
the mention of Chamberlain's name aroused a. 
tempest of groans and hisses, with cries of 
“traitor.” 

Mr. Sullivan, in conelnding, assured his 
hearers thatthe cGemonstration would carry 
hope and joy intothg hearts of the Irish. It 
would cheer every poor struggling man 
to know that liogland was no 
enemy ofJriaud. “In return,” he said, “don’t 
let them belicve those who say the Irish are 
the mortal, implacalie” enemies of Eaglaud. 
That isa falsehood, worthy of the bottomless 
pit. {Cheers} let there be an end of op- 
pression ala i: justice, and there will be an 
end of hatred.” { Pivlonged cheering | 

Michael Javitt appeared at the socialist 
platform. He refcrid tothe Cenonstration asa 
proof of the approaching sugjdarity of the people 
of Great Britaiu aud Ireiand. In the proportion 
as they began to undezstand each other, politi- 
cians became alarmed. The privileged class well 
know the invariabic tendeacy of the move 
ment and eoughito crush the Irish leadera, 
hoping to prevent the Lnglish people follow 
ing the exampleset them by tho Irish. Bat 
they would hold the fortin Ireland. On the 
day on which thecrimcs act should becomes 
law, they woud «it'+r h.ve to give up the 
struggle that ha: waged for centaries 
aud jie down as sia‘cs. or reuder the srstom 
impossible of duration.

The city, too, pays the tuition, the stu- 
dent being only required to pay a nominal sum 
each term. 

Qur people are busy organizing a “Farmer's 
Loan sssociation.”” The object of this associa- 
tion is to loan the farmers who trade with us 
money at a low rate of interest, thus"enabling 
them to pay cash for their supplies and thereby 
avoid the ruinous ‘‘time price” in goods. 


We have also the two best carriage factories 
in the state, viz: Jackson G. Smith andSam- 
mers & Murphy. The latter firm took the

Georgia and the Interstate Law. 

A western exchange, alluding to some of 
the criticisms of THE CONSTITUTION on the 
interstate commerce law, remarks with 
something of a flourish that Atlanta was in 
favor of the law and wasamong the first 
commercial communities to send forward a 
petition in behalf ot the bill. 

This statement isonly partly true. At- 
lanta merchants were in favor of the Reagan 

iil, but they never did send forward a pe- 

| tition in faver of the law asit stands, And 

they would not favor the law today, for they 

see very clearly that, instead of relieving 

them of the results of discrimination, it 

makes them the victims of evena worse 
evil. 

The great trouble is thatthe law, as it 
stands, will not permit competition. Under 
the pooling system the practical destruction 
of competition was bad enough, but under 
this law competition is destroyed by statute. 
The pool was a flexible affair, adjusting 
itself fully and freely to the demands of the 
trade, to the complications of commerce and 
to the necessities and interests of business 
communities, but the interstate lawis inflex- 
ible, provided it be putin operation. Itis 
a law that may fit the northand east, butits 
effects will be very seriously feltin the south 
whenever its provisions ;are carried out. 

This point is very clearly and concisely 
set forth in the petition which General E. P. 
Alexander, the president of the Central rail- 

road, has sent to the interstate commission. 

In this petition General Alexander asks that 

the roads he represents may be allowed to 

accept or participate in lower rates upon in- 

terstate traffic to and from certain junction 

and competitive points from either eastern 

or western cities than they accept upon 

traffic between the same cities and local sta- 

tions short of the points mentioned.

A Crank of Cranks. : 

Much learning will make a man mad, 
and so will continuous thinking, or devotion 

toasingle ideato the exclusion of every- 
thing else. Ina recent number of Hall’s 
Journal of Health we find the following: 

Sir Henry Thompson, the great English teetota!l- 
er physician, who refusesto treat any one in ill- 
ness who drinks alcoholic beverages, says, never- 
theless, that the only water which is perfectly safe 
to drink, unless it has been boiled or filtered, is 
natural mineral water. In the shape ofa wrig- 
gling worm, invisible to the eye, eyen when held 
to the light, and only to be detected by the micro- 
scope, & water-drinker may have given more per- 
manent lodging toa snake than ever the hospitable 
whale gave to Jonah. But an animalcule will 
grow and thrive on the inside of the indiscrimi- 
nate water-crinker who has swallowed it until it 
feeds upon his vitals and exhausts his health and 
Strengtb. The victim wonders why he or she feels 
s0 much discomfort in the stomach, loses all appe- 
tite for food or else grows ravenous, feels nervous, 
depressed, and incapable of active duty. The un- 
known and unsuspected reptile stowaway, swal- 
lowed weeks or months before, in a glass of impure 
water, is the cause, and he who doubts the numer- 
ous cases on record of inanition, or suspension of 
life, and apparent death from this cause alone 
must be incapable of weighing evidence, 

If Sir Henry Thompson and other health 
cranks tell the truth, life is not worth liv- 
ing. The great mass of mankind cannot be 
expected to spend their time fooling around 
after mineral water, and boiling and filter- 
ing generally. 

It would seem to be a piece of sheer ma- 
lignity on the part of the eminent British 
doctor, after persuading millions of people 
to do without their beer, to then turn about 
and frighten the water-drinkers with a lot 
of outrageous snake stories, 

The explanation of it all was suggested in 
our opening paragraph. Our prominent 
health apostles are simply a pack of ridicu- 
lous cranks, and it isa hard matter to find 
one of them with anything like a working 
stomach or a materialized backbone, 
Ofcourse it is important that we should 
drink good water, but with a little common 
sense Sir Henry Thompson’s snakes may be 
avoided. Even indiscriminate water-drink- 
ing does not result in avery high death 
rate. There is nothing in the whole busi- 
ness to justify alarm. 


The Pan HanGle Pirates.

It appears that fortwo or three years past 
the Pan Handle railroad has been systemat- 
ically robbed, all along the line from Pitts- 
burg to Columbus. The robbers, with the 


freightmen, firemen, engineers, brakemen 
and conductors. 

After robbing the freight cars for years, the 
thieves have at last been uncovered, and 
yesterday they were arrested by scores and 
perhaps hundreds. 

The whole affair is calculated to surprise 
and shock the public. Railroad employes 
as a rule are men of sound integrity and re- 
liability. To find the Pan Handle men rob- 
bing their employers by wholesale is almost 
too startling for belief. 

But thereis one very suggestive feature 
sticking out of the case. Itis the fact that 
80 many employes of a large corporation 
succeeded for so long a time in maintaining a 
combination for an unlawful purpose. This 
gang of railroad pirates took in recruits by 
hundreds. They found it safe to commit 
their dangerous secrets to the keeping of a 
large number of men. The only mistake 
they made was in not adding a few of the 
higher officials of the road and the sheriffs 
along the line to their organization. With 
these gentlemen as honorary members, the 
society would have defied detection and pun- 
ishment. 

If this combinatjon, imperfect as it was, 
succeeded in accomplishing so much, it must 
follow that with better methods a jadicious- 
ly regulated asseciation of similar combina- 
tions, embracing all the employed classes, 
would soon scoop their employers, and own 
the entire wealth of the country. Some sueh 
programme may suggest itself to the aspir- 
ing socialists and communists of our day. 
If they think the project feasible let them 
try it. They will find that the prison and 
the gallows are still the most positive ele- 
ments of our civilization. 

The Cotton Movement, 

In its weekly review of the movement of 
the cotton crop, the New York Financial 
Chronicle says that for the week ending last 
Friday the total receipts have reached 
29,308 bales, against 34,115 bales last week, 
46,298 bales the previous week and 57,716 
bales three weeks since; making the total 
receipts siace the Ist ot September, 1886, 
5,070,191 bales, against 4,891,989 bales for 
the same period of 1885 86, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1886, of 178,202 
bales, , 

The exports for the same time reach a 
total of 49,964 bales, of which 27,986 were 
to Great Britain, 405 to France and 12,573 
to the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 480,- 
400 bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 961 bales. The imports into 
continental ports. have. been, for the same 
pericd, 64,000 bales. 

There was an increase in the cotton in 
sight Friday night of 10,106 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1886, an in- 
crease of 45,474 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1885 and a decrease of 
225,009 bales as compared with 1884. 2

OUR GREAT CAPTAIN, 


Reminiscences of General Lee from General 
Long’s Book. 
From the New York Sun. 

We are told that only twice during the 
biographer’s prolonged intimacy with Lee was the 
latier seen to lose his temper, and that one of 
these lapses from self-control occurred at Sharps- 
burg. ‘‘Lee,’’ it seems, ‘‘wasriding along a little 
in the year of the line when he came across a 
soldier who had stolen and killed a pig, which he 
was surreptitiously conveying to his quarters, Posi- 
tive orders having been given against pillage of 
every kind in Maryland, this flagrant disregard of 
his commands threw the genera] into a hot passion. 
Though usually greatly disinclined to capital pun- 
ishment, he determined to make an example of 
this skulking pilferer. and ordered the man to be 
arrested and taken back to Jackson, with direc- 
tions to have him shot.”’ The puritan general, to 
whom Scriptural precedents were quite as 
familiar as they had been to Cromwell’s offi- 
cers, “could not quite see the utility of the 
culprit’s execution, when men were already 
scarce, and it struck him thatit would answerjthe 
purpose quite as well to put the fellow in the front 
ranks of the army at the most threatened point.” 
He accordingly treated him as David is re- 
ported to bave served the husband of Bathsheba, 
‘placing him where his chance of being shot was 
excellent. The fellow, though fond of clandestine 
pork, was not wanting in courage, and behaved 
gallantly. He redeemed his credit by his bravery, 
coming through the heat of the fight unscathed, 
and thus, though he lost his pig, he may be said to 
have saved his bacon.”’ 

The author appropria‘ely conciudes the chapter 
assigned to Gettysburg, where the star of the con- 
federacy’s fortunes passed into irreparable eclipse, 
with the following anecdote, which rests only on 
newspaper authority, but which General Long 


| deems worthy of belief and reproduction, because 
\ it isso strangly consonant with his. own observa- 
| tions of Lee’s large-miided and invariably consid- 


erate attitude toward union men. The story was 
originally told by a ‘Grand Army” man, who had 
been viewing the panorama of the battle of Get- 
tysburg, and whosaid: “I was in the battle of 
Gettysburg myself, and an incident occurred there 
which largely changed my views of the southern 
people. I had been a most bitter anti-south 
man, and fought and cursed the confed- 
erates desperately. I could see nothing 
good in any of them... The last day 
of the fight I was badly wounded; a ball shattered 
my left leg. Ilay on the ground not far from 
Cemetery Ridge,and as General Lee ordered his 
retreat, he and'his officers rode near me. As they 
came along I recognized him, and, though faint 
from exposure and lossof blood, I raised up my 
hands, looked Lee in the face, and shouted as loud 
asI could, ‘Hurrah forthe union!’ The general 
heard me, looked, stopped his horse, dismounted, 
and came toward me. I confess that I at first 
thought he meant to kill me. But ashe cameup 
he jooked down at me with such asad expression 
upon his face that all fear left me, and I wondered 
what he wasabout, He extended his hand to me, 
and grasping mine firmly and looking right into 
my eyes, said: ‘Myson, I hopethat you will soon 
be well.’ If I live a thousand years I shall never 
forget the look upon Lee’s face. fLhere he was, de- 
feated, retiring from a field that had cost him and 
his cause almost their last hope, yet he stopped to 
say such words as those to a wounded soldier of 
the enemy who had taunted him as he passed by! 
As £00n as the general had left me I cried myself 
to sleep there upon the bloody ground.”’

Mr. Raymond moved to amend. by 
adding to the committee Thomas G, Shearman, R. 
W. Ropes, I. A. Stanwood. 

Mr. Shearman was on his feet in an instant, his 
eyes flashing and his voice trembling with but 
partly concealed emotion. ‘‘Mr. Stanhope and 
Mr. Ropes can speak for themselves,” he said, “‘but 
as formel must positively decline to serye.

I remember 
that on one occasion my name was substituted for 
that of Mr. Beecher in a column and a half inter- 
view with that gentleman in a certain newspaper, 
because the interview would haye been regarded as 
indiscreet, coming from Mr. Beecher.

A HOLEIN THE GROUND. 


On Which Nitro-Glycerine Works Formerly 
Stood,

minutes later. Itis thought thatthe heat of 
the sun raised the temperature of the sub- 
stance Which was mixed outside the factory.

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IS IT USURY? 


A SUPERIOR COURTJURY MAKES A 
SENSATION 


eee 


By Holding That the Lean and Building Associa- 
tious Charge Usury When They L-nd Money— 
They Givea Verdict Agsinstihe Home 
Atecciation- Interesting Question, 


The case of the Atlanta Home Building and 
Loan arsociation against F. M. Van Pelt, after 
cecupying the time of the superior court for 
four days, was ended yesterday in a way whlch 
very greatly astonish«d st least one side in 
the litigation. 

The jury in figuring out a verdict held that 
building and loan associations as run in Atlan- 
tawere usurers and in passing upon the case 
at issue gave the association nothing more than 
the principal of the loan and the lawful rate 
of interest—namely eight per cent. 

That idea of the rights of associations, if 
given the shape and effect of law, would paral- 
yze them. 

They are not built on the 8 per cent-plan. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE, 

The history of the Van Pelt caso may bs 
stated as follows: 

In 1563 Mr. Van Pelt took fifteen shares of 
the Home association stock. 

A few months later he ‘borrowed on that 
stock, paying 50) for the money. That is. to 
say, the association took up his stock and ad- 
vanced him $1,492, taking as security a deed 
to Mr. Van Pelt’s lot on the Boulevard and also 
his bond in the sum of $3,000 for the payment 
of $30 per month to the close of the associa- 
tion’s career. 

Mr. Van Pelt paid his dues and fines and in- 
terest to the amount of something over $900, 
and then being unable to meet the payments, 
allowed them to lapse. For three 
months he made no payments. to 
the association, and on the déferred payments 
was charged up with interest of five per ceat 
amonth. That was done underthe rnles of 
the association, but Mr. Van Pelt made a great 
objection to the rate of interest. In the fall of 
Jsc5 the association took steps to foreclose and 
secure the balance which Mr, Van Pelt had 
failed to pay. 

THE CASE TRIED. 

‘The case was on trial four days before Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke and a jury. 

A great interest was taken in the trial by 
persons connected with buiiding and loan asso- 
ciations, as the plainuilf made the point that 
the association had charged usury. 

Colonel John A. Wimpy represented Mr. 
Van Pelt, and Mr, Samuel Barnett. Jr., repre- 
sented the association. 

The association claimed $1,417 in addition to 
the payments already made, while Mr. Van 
Pelt wanted to pay only the original sum bor- 
rowed together with the legal rate of interest 
less the payments previously made. There 
were other points made, of course, but they 
were not of special interest. . 

The jury after being out a short time re- 
turned a verdict which was everything Mr. 
Van Pelt could have asked. Instead of giving 
the association the $1,447 claimed, the judg- 
ment was for $535.35 principal, $156 interest 
and $50 attorney's fees. 

1t seems that the jury simply calculated the 
interest at 8 per cent on the sum borrowed, de- 
ducted the payments made and bronght in a 
verdict for the diiferenee. 

Colonel Wimpy was jubilant. Mr. Barnett 
was surprised, and says he will move for a 
new trial and has nodoubt the court will 
grant it.

ONE NEGRO SHOOTS ANOTHER, 


Jim Jones Sends a Bullet Into Mose Page’s 
Flesh at the Chattahoochee River. 

Intelligence of a shooting on the Chatta- 
hoochee river, near the Chattahoochee brick 
company’s convict yards, reached the city early 
yesterday morning, and created no little com- 
ment, because of the character of the rumors 
which quickly became current. 

The rumors indicated that three negro men 
all living in Atlanta, had gone out to the river 
on a hunt, and that they had fallen out and 
fought, using pistols promistuously. One 
rumor had two of the men dead and the third 
mortally wounded, while another represented 
all three as dead, with their bodies fall of bal- 
let holes. 

The rumors carefully sifted showed that Jim 
Jones and Mose Page, two Atlanta negroas, 
had, gone up to a negro friend’s home 
on the Chattahoochee river Sunday af- 
ternoon and, remaining all night, started out 
yesterday morning with their friend for a day 
along the river bank. With hook and line 
they passed several hours, having indifferent 
luck. The banks of the river was lined with 
green frogs, aiid Jones was armed with a pistol. 
The frogs appeared to be good targets, and Jones 
began shooting at them. He proved a better 
ma? ksman than fisher, and as the frogs dropped 
dead about him, Page became anxious to try 
his hand. Jones, however, declined to give 
him the pistol, and in a friendly manner Page 
attempted to take itaway. In the scaffle the 
pistol went off, and the bullet entered Page's 
thigh, making a painful and dangerous wound. 
The shooting was purely accidental, but it 
spoiled the day’sfun. Jones and his friend car- 
ried Page to the friend’s house, where medical 
aid was secured. The ball wasextracted, and 
Page will spend several Weeks in the country

J.C. Jett is a registered distiller in Gwinnett 
county. On the 26th of March his warehouse 
was broken open and a twenty-gallon keg of 
corn whisky stolen. Jett is a determined sort 
of man, and when he set out tocapture the 
parties who stole his liquor, he meant basiness 
Alonzo Martin, aresident of the neighbor- 
hood, was noticed for a couple of weeks 
as being almost constantly under the 
influence of liquor. This fact created a suspi- 
cionin the mind of Jett that Martin knew 
something about the stolen “orphan-maker,”’ 
and on Sunday he paid a visit to the latter's 
home.

Haight, in. the customhouse, Jett walking 
about eight feet in advance with a firm hold 
vpon the leading rope. The facts were fully 
explained to the commissioner, who issued a 
warrant, which was formally served upon 
Hearing by Deputy Marshal McDonald. The 
prisoner waived examination, and, in default 
of bond, was sent to the county jail.

The space it front of the custom house yes- 
terday morning reminded onejof the sidewalk in 
front of an old junk shop. A good partof the 
pavement was covered with old and battered 
copper stills, caps and>worms, while numerous 
hard looking packages containing blockade 
whisky and brandy of various’ grade: 
occupied 2 conspicuous position. The 
exhibition attracted quitea crowd; and when 
Celonel N, R. Fowler, the veteran auctioneer, 
putin an appearance he found a good sized 
audience.

attention,” said Chairman English, ‘for some 
time past J] have been studying a plan foran 
aid society among the members of the police 
force, and takethis occasion to suggest it to 
the board.” 

ad hat is a very essential thing, I should 
think,” said Mr. Martina. 

“Yes, and I think we should see that one is 
organized,’ ’ said Commissioner Cioldsmith. 

“! have no doubt about the success of a be- 
revolent or aid association of this kind,’ said 
Chairman English. “As itis, if a good ofticer 
becomes injured or is taken sick he simply 
loses his time. in many instances the 
man’s entirely ee 
upon wages for 
living. An association of this kind would hal 
Bim through greatly. 

“Tam only surprised that the men have 
not had one before,” said Commissioner Broth- 
erton. 

“They had, but it did not succeed because it 
was not properly managed,” said Chairman 
English. “Now I suggest that a committee 
from the board be appointed to consult with 
the members of the force and see. what they 
think of it. Then wecan secure considerable 
help from the citizens, and with a dollar or 
two each month off the men’s salary, we can 
have quite a relief fand in a short time. A 
charter can easilg be secured, and the asso- 
ciation made a good one.” 

“T’]l draw the application for a charter for 
nothing,” said Mr. Martin, 

“And I'll contribute liberally to the associa- 
tion,’’ said Chairman English. 

“T move,” said Mr. Goldsmith, “that the 
oe appoint a committee to arrange a 
plan for the association.” 

The chairman named Messrs. Goldsmith, 
Martin and Connolly as that committee. 

A letter from George Hamilton was presented 
the board. Mr. Hamilton is one of the twenty- 
seven who were dropped from the roll atthe 
last general election. In the letter Mr. Ham- 
ilton asked to be put back upon the force. 
Accompanying the letter was a physician's 
certificate showing Mr. Hamilton to be in fine 
physical condition.
